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Dear Sir: 

On February 7, 2005, the undersigned called the Examiner to request signed 
and initialed copies of the information disclosure statements (IDSs) listed below, in 
response to the Notice of Allowance dated January 28, 2005. During that call, the 
Examiner confirmed orally that he had considered all of the IDSs, but indicated that 
the Applicant should file a written request to obtain signed and initialed copies of the 
IDSs. This document serves as that request. 
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Specifically, for the following seven IDS, Applicant has not received complete 
copies with initials and a signature from the Examiner to confirm consideration of 
each listed reference:
